The Tokyo Institution. 

'I'he following account has been 
receiveil of the Institution foi the 
Blind and the Deaf in 'I'okyo, Japan. 
In 1874 its establishment was dis- 
cussed. hut the erection of the build- 
ings was not begun until December. 
1878. The grounds and iieocssary 
funds were given liy the nobles a^nd 
other public men. In January, 1879, 
tlie school was begun, 'rite success of 
the institution was not great and the 
methods not the most approved, so 
that in Xovemher, 1884, it was 
turned over to the Educational De- 
partment. A marked improvement 
was inniKalialely observed, largely 
1 duo to the untiring cnergw, patience 
and ingeiinity of Air.
